WASHINGTON, April 25. — Numerous 


protests were received in th« senate to- 
day, principally from Seventh Pay Atl- 
ventista, urging congress not to commit 
i tacit to any religious creed by urging that 
the Columbian exposition he closed Sun- 
days ; also two remonstrances from Mas- 
sachusetts against the passage of the 
Chinese exclusion act. 


Tbe Chinese exclusion ant was then 


taken up, and the presiding officer put the 
question on tho adoption ot the eubsti- 
tuto report by the committee on foieign 
relations. 


Sherman gave the only affirmative 


vole, find Ihero being no vote in the neg- 
ative, tho presiding officer declared the 
substitute niloited. 


Immediately 
afterward, 
however, 


Mitchell, who had the floor to epeak 
against the substitute, came into tlio 
chamber, and tho presiding officer was 
proceeding to put tho question again 
when Butlnr eaid he understood tho sub- 
utituto had been adopted. The presid- 
ing officer admitted that he had BO de- 
cided, but he would put it again aud 
count it as no vote. 
"Is the senate ready for the question ?" 
"No, sir," eaid Mitchell. 
Instead, however, of proceeding with 


his own argument aeainot the substitute 
he yielded the floor to Squire, who er- 
gueil in favor of the houao bill, or some 
other vigorous measure to enforao tbe 
exclusion of the Chinese. He declared, 
however, that tho great trouble was the 
slack and ineffectual manner In which 
the existing laws were executed, and, to 
sbfltain that Tiew, read copious tracts 
from testimony taken by the senate 
committee on that subject of a few years 


Mitchell, in ipnaking upon tbe Chinese 


bill, said that as much as he regretted to 
antagonize the deliberate judgment of 
the committee on foreign relations, he 
folt impelled by a sense of duty lo vote 
against tbo substitute and in favor of 
absolute Chinese exclusion us txpreseed 
in the lioueo bill.

Two very important suits were filed in 


the auperior court yesterday afternoon 
by Laura J. Hildreth, administratrix of 
the estate of Thomas Uildreth, deceased, 
et al against J. G. James, J. K. White, 
W. W. Davis, D. P. Edwards et al. 


The suits perpetuate the legal etrife 


over the Hildreth ranch, 'which has 
been in litigation for quite a number of 
years now. 


In the first complaint plainthTa allege 


that on April 28,1885, Thomafl Hildreth 
made a contract of eale with W. W. 
Davis and D. P. Edwards by which he 
agreed to execute and deliver to said 
Davia and Edwards a deed to_all hia in- 
terest in the Hildreth ranch in consider- 
ation of their paying him tbe sum of 
$17,258, and on condition of their com- 
plying with certain provisions of an 
agreement entered into by them with 
Kate McLaughlin, executrix of the es- 
tate of Charles McLaughlin, and on 
which event they were to receive a quit 
claim deed from eaid Kate McLaughlin 
to her interest in eaid land. 


Davia and Edwards, in pnreuanco ol 


each agreement with Hildreth, entered 
into occupation of said land, and there- 
after J. G. James and J. B. White went 
into occupation with Davis and Edwards 
by purchase of an interest in said exe- 
cutory contract. 
On January 7,18S2, Thomas Hildrath 


W&9 indebted to Charles McLaughlin in 
the sum of $40,000 borrowed money. To 
secure the payment of this sum Hildreth 
on tbo date before mentioned caused a 
deed to be executed by E. W. Bnrr, J. 
M. Shotwell and himself to Charles 
McLangbltn, absolute in form, bat never- 
theless given as a mortgage on eaid land 
to secure McLsughlin. 


McLauublin died on December 13, 


1883, and Kato McLaughlin was ap- 
pointed solo executrix. At tbo timo of 
execution of paid deed Burr and Shotwell 
wero paid $30,000 by Thomas lllldreth 
out of said $40,000, which extinguished 
all light of Burr and Shotwell to said 
land. Casey nnd Crocker, two more de- 
fendants in tho suit, were later appointed 
special administrators of the estate of 
McLanghlln. 


Plaintiffs claim that Kate McLaaghlln 


knew that the deed was given by Hil- 
dreth to Charles McLaughlin ua a mort- 
gage, and that Davis and Kd words had 
agreed with Hildreth to pay to the estate 
of her husband, an a part of the pur- 
chase price of said land, said (10,000 and 
interest. 
At the same time McLaughlin re- 


ceived tbo deed as a mortgage, McLaugh- 
lin, as a defeasance, agreed to reconvey 
eaid lands to Thomas Hildreth on tbe 
payment of said $40,000 acd interest. 


Kate McLaugblin, as executrix, pre- 


sented an inventory and appraisement 
of the estate of Charles McLaughlin to 
tbe superior court of San Francisco in 
which she recited that McLaugblin'B 
interest in said land waa a mortgage in- 
terest. 


Plaintiffs further allege that (hay did 


not know of the existence of said execu- 
tory contract until within one year past; 
that they wero ignorant that tbe interest 
of McLaughlln was only a mortgage in- 
toiost; tbat eaid defendants, Davis, Ed- 
wards, James and White faded to pay 
tho last payment of $17,258. 


Aleo that said defendants had can- 


celed said contract from plaintiffs in 
ardur to deceive and defraud plaintiffs. 
Dtifondnnls had agreed to pay nil ox- 
penaca, including attorneys' foes to tbe 
unount of $1000, of an action to quiet 
t,itla to be broneht by Kato McTrtiiglilin 
against plaintiffs, wbicb actiou, plaiutifla 
claiuit was for tbo purpose of deceiving 
and dofraudinfc plaintiffs. 


Kato McLaujihHn was to allege In hor 


:omplnint that sbo was the owner in 
rer simple of oaid land, while eho knew 
ihe had only a mortgage Interest there- 
in; and defendants also knew this. To 
&void paying tho laet payment and to 
sot up a hoatlle title to tho Hildrath title, 
defendants cause Kato McLaugblin to 
commence action, Agreeing with hor tbat 
sbo sliould ba plaintiff and that tlia de- 
fondants should be nominal defendants 
on record, but if fcho action was euccoas- 
ful Duvla and Edwards, though defend- 
antfl on record, should bo finally made 
plaintiff* instead of SAU! Kato McLausb- 
iti, tbe nominal plaintiff. 


Tbo action was begun on April 20, 


J8S7, tbo allegations being in auiior.lanco 
with tha forueoing Agreement. Plaint- 
ffg made no defense nor pleaded thereto 
m tbe merits lucaiiio tbcy wero wholly 
gnorant of any defence. 


Kate McLnui>hIin and tho defendant 


iad DO:BessIon of euid executing con- 
tact and canceled tbo same for plain- 
tiffs. By reason of the concealment and 
luppreesion of this evidence and tbo 
acts herein set forth they obtained judg- 
nent against plaintiffs on February 2, 
888, and that Kate McLaughlin gave 
Davis and Edwards a grant, bargain and 
iale deed instead of a quit claim deed as 
iad been agreed. 


Plaintiffs allege finally that defend-

The Jury Disagreed and Two 


Came to Blowg. 


A. L. Carter, a barber, was placed ou 


trial in Justice Prince's .court yesterday 
afternoon on a charge of obtaining 
money by false pretenses. The com- 
plainant was C. J. Bartgis, also a barber, 
Ho testified that ho worked for Carter 
for two weeks in tbe barber shop In 
Denicke's building, on Mariposa street, 
with a view of buying a half icterefltin 
the shop, should he find that Carter was 
doing a good business, and on March 
llth ho paid Carter ¥75 for a half in- 
terest. 


He drew up the inventory himself, 


and had a bill of sale made by A. M, 
Drew, which Carter signed. Among the 
articles mentioned in tbe inventory wero 
three mirrors valued nt $40. Bartgis 
said that Carter" represented himself to 
be the owner of the mirrors. Three 
days afterward Carter went away, osten- 
sibly to go to Madera to buy auother 
barber's chair, but be went to San Fran- 
ciaco instead, and did not return until ho 
waa brought back by a constable on a 
warrant charging him with obtaining 
about $12 from Bartgig, tbe alleged 
value of the mirror which he represented 
was his property. 


O. S. Greenhorn testified tbat tbe mir- 


ror was bis property and that he loaned 
it to Carter, who expressed his intention 
of buying it at some future time. • He 
did not know its value, but he would not 
Lave refused any reasonable offer, eay $5 
orfG. 


Assistant District Attorney H. C. Tap- 


per announced that that was all the evi- 
dence be bad to offer, and James Daly, 
counsel for the defendant, announced 
that he was willing to submit the case to 
the jury on the testimony given for tho 
prosecution. 
He argued that Bartgis 
purchased not only an undivided half in- 
terest in the personal effects in the shop, 
but a half iutsreat ia the good will 
of 
tbo 
business 
and 
tbat 
they 


could 
not 
be ee^reguted. 
In fact 


BartgiB admitted on the eland that if he 
had found that the business was not good 
he would not have bought the half in- 
terest. 
Mr. Daly argued also that there 


was no intention ou the part of Carter to 
defraud Bartgia out of the (3 which he. 
bad paid for the half interest ia tho 
Groouhorg mirror, and tbat when ho 
•igncd the bill of sale the only clause he 
scrutinized was that stating that ho was 
conveying an undivided half interest in 
the shop. 


There was considerable wrangling in 


the jury room after the jury retired and 
two of the jurors came to blows, but 
were separated before they could follow 
tbe example of an eminent attorney and 
proceed to butting. 


When, tbe jury were called into court 


they stated tbat they were unable to 
agree and were accordingly diflcharged.
